Reasons for RBgiiAftt 

Applicants traverse the rejection of all the pending claims. However, for the sake of 
keeping the issues to a minimum, Applicants seek only Pre-Appeal Brief Review of the two 
independent claims (7 and 37) due to a clear error in the Final Office Action. 

Applicants' recited invention is directed to displaying a list of patients' records via an 
electronic grease board. In particular, the claimed method and system relate to supporting a 
™iety of (i.e.. ^^W^^^^^j^ ^ 
patient lists, corresponding to sets of stored patient information record sets, are displayed in 
accordance with a designated one of the variety of supported grease board views. To 
anticipate the claimed invention, Collen must support multiple ways in which to display a 
patient grease board (representing a set of patients' records). Applicants request pre-appeal ' 
review of the final (anticipation) rejection because, in contrast to applicants' invention recited 
in claims 7 and 37 (reproduced below with emphasis added), Collen discloses an electronic 
grease board that supports only a single grease board view. Furthermore, the pending claims 
cannot be rendered obvious by the prior ait since multiple supported views are not even 
remotely suggested by the Collen reference.

Applicants have reproduced portions of the published Ross Application 
2002/0072934 relating to the above claims to aid understanding of the claim element, - in 
particular the multiple supported views of a patient list grease board. 
Page 3 , paragraphs 43-46, describes the multiple views of patient list, by way of multiple 
examples (that are the subject of the dependent claims).

Collen's Disclosure 



In contrast to the pending claims, the cited active patient record list display 
mechanism in the Collen reference presents only a single way for display^ patient lists. The 
smgle display format is depicted at page 124, FIG. 6-lb. The other displays in the subsequent 
pages relate to a single patient record, selected from the single patient list display, and ir 
way constitute alternative ways of presenting a list of active patients.

In conclusion, Applicants' recited invention relates to providing a variety of ways for 
presenting patient list information "grease board" that supports a user selecting a particular 
panent and thereafter accessing the specific patient record information associated with the 
patient. Each grease board view, of the variety of views, is populated by data retrieved from 
"patient record information sets" (emphasis added). Thus the invention requires a variety of 
ways of displayingpatient record information for a set of patients in a grease board display. 
As explained above, the prior art Collen reference only describes a single way of displaying a 
list of active patient records (depicted in FIG. 6-lb on page 124 of Collen). The anticipation 
rejection of claims 7 and 37 (dependents thereof) is improper and should be withdrawn.
